Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale 
in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claim 34 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Aboul-Hosn 
et al'558. 

Aboul-Hosn et al disclose a sensor 84 for sensing a parameter indicative of a negative 
pressure within the anatomical cavity. It is understood the pressure in conduit 20 would be the 
same sensed pressure as that within the anatomical cavity for the closed system. 

Claim 35 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Jassawalla et 

al '601. 

Jassawalla et al disclose an electromagnetic pump comprising structure 90 that appears to 
minimize the force on valve 80a.
